The Brownlie Sod House stands 
along the north edge of the long 
grove of trees for which the town 
of Long Grove, lowa was named. 
It was built in 1837 or 1838 when 
three Brownlie brothers, James, 
Alexander and William came from 
Scotland via Canada and settled 
here. It is unique in that it is a two 
story sod, and believed to be the 
only one like it in the Midwest. 


Alexander Brownlie was a stone 
mason by trade and took pnde in 
his work. This accounts for the 
method of using dirt and praine 
grass to build his adobe-like home. 
Vie find the Brownlie Sod House 
a fitting name for our group as OUT 
frst informative meeting was held 
there in September 1992. The 
house is listed or the National 
Register of Histone Places.
